President Florent E. Louwage of th e ICP C., an 
Inspector General of the minister of Justice of Brussels , 

Belgium called. He io a small, wizened-looking individual (■/ 
wit) i o dissipated countenance who speaks very poor English. He) 
took up one by one , in the following order , his explanations o f\ 
the action of the I CIV, and his statements on each of the points'- 
coincide with what he had placed in his letter previously. The 
additional information or added empha3i3 given \3 listed as followsi 



1. That the ICPC membership was of no benefit to the Bureau . 
He indicated that ‘he organisation was young and growing. He felt that 
it was advantageous. I told him it hod been in operation four years, 
had £0 employees , its record ioaa unimpressive and we had found 
absolutely no advantage or no benefit which could not have been obtained 
directly . 


£. As to the high membership fee, he said if the Bureau could 
not pay any fee or only $30.00 or $300.00 it would be o.k., that they 
wanted the Bureau ’s membership . I explained that a chart had been shown 
to a Bureau representative showing that we should pay $7,000.00 and that 
Sodcrman had mentioned to me the question of the Bureau's contribution 
when he was here; that perhaps they had need for the funds, but it 
seemed strange that their executives were meeting at various expensive 
spas in Europe instead of conserving the funds. Also, the FBI did not 
benefit and could not justify the appropriation any longer. 


3. Concerning direct dealings with other American agencies , 
he had nothing new to add, and I explained how embarrassing it was for 
the FBI to be the liaison agency and not to know what is going on in 
America . He agreed that it was bad , and that it would stop in the 
future. 

4. Concerning the appointment of^Goddard andj&ann ing as 
technical advisors , I told him that although we would not put it in 
writing, due to our long friendly relationship with him I could tell 
hi~i that one of these technical experts had a bad standing in 
professional law enforcement circles in America, and the other had no j 
t national standing ; that they /iad^(lR$[ti 0 £.i ; /ied the Bureau two months in ) 

advance, and the first tine tt‘)jas balled to]the^urcau?*3 attention was* 
when Soderman bruskly informed Agent West of' t'heyn~4htenticr. to elect 
these individuals , and that the BYf eftiffy. e ■&4Yij*J$ttgobjecte(l to the 

principle of such appointments . f'taia him filer e was no chance for 
Soderman to have misunderstood anything that Agent West said or any 
message from the Bureau. I told him that further, as a personal 
statement to him \>nly, rye had reliable information that Sodcrman had 
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na ligned the Bureau and had criticised come of the Director's personnel 
policies in private conversations during the Assembly meetings* 


5 • Concerning the circularization of the Czech wanted 
n otice3j he stated that Vucloux had informed him that Special Agent 
Hliycijf had definitely approved the circularization of these i panted notice t 
|!| after seeing them, c?id that Agent West had indicated that the 

circularization of such vented notices would be of advantage to the 
I CPC and to Mr. Hoover as an official of such organization * I informed 
him that Agent Meet had staled he had given no approval for this whatso- 
ever, and he was strongly of the belief that Vucloux was reporting 
truthfully his conversations with West. X - x accordingly, stronglpf 
expressed my confidence in T/c3t * I further informed him that ^Vucloux 
stated he feared criticism of the Czechs, thus he apparently 'was more 
interested in wooing the Czechs than in following the by-laws of the 
association; that Vucloux tod stated that the ICFC was trying to be a 
" factor of equilibrium between \East and West," and that we did not want 
to participate in any appeasement program of this sort; that Vucloux 's 
assistant, Nepote, had expressed the view that it would be embarrassing 
to turn down the request of the Czechs, but they didn't consider the 
effect it might have on some free nations, that their circularization 
violated the 3pirit of their own by-laws, and that our State Department 
had contended that the individuals about whom the circulars were 
issued were political refugees and not subject to extradition, and . 
that we adhered strongly to this view* 


6. I also advised him, in addition to the matters he did 
not mention, that contacts with the United nations had proven valueless 
from a law enforcement standpoint in the United States of America, they 
were time-consuming, that the JCPC did not have the status of 
independence that 3 uch an association should have, that we had no 
criticism of the JYench Government but that government was supporting 
the Commission largely, and that we were , therefore , satisfied with 
our membership in the International Association of Chiefs of Police 
which served our needs, together with our direct relationships with 
jf individual law enforcement agencies in various parts of the world* 


The basis of the discussion was first a repetition by 
Louwage of all of the arguments he had used in his letter concerning 
all of the point's raised , and- then I answered each one of them 
separately as above shown. Our conversation lasted for one hour • 

Louwage felt that our refusal to continue to cooperate 
would make a bad impression because it would seem that the great U,S*A * 
was not willing to join. hands with other nations in this cooperative 
enterprise, and there would be propaganda usage made of this fact by 
some of our enemies . I pointed out that liussia was not a member, yet 
its satellites obtained certain benefits of a political type; that we 
hud enjoyed a fj'iendly international relationship with indiuidual 
police departments of free countries * and would continue to do so. 

He aaJted if Mr, hoover would reconsider his decision . I told him it

During the discussion, Louwage informed me thap*3oderman 
would not be an~ officer in the future, thQt the election nouZd take 
i place at the next meeting, and that he and Mr, Duclouz and Mr, Howe of 
Scotland yard would sec to it that Soderman was not re-elec ted to any 
I posit ion in the ICPC • J told hin that this was his decision to make, 

> said Hodcrman was a brainy man but he was given to talking too much 

I and saying regrettable things, and that tht3 was his own personal 
decision that Sodcrman would not hold a position in the future , 


Louwage then inquired if he could obtain a movie about FBI 

I training whtch his Chief of Genilarmery of Belgium could purchase , I 

told him I wouid inquire to sec if there wa3 such a film available 

that we night loan, and I woul$ let him know or that we would write 
’him at a later date. He then inquired about our fingerprint division, 
land I asked him. he would be interested in a tour, Mr, Subtler then 
\cscorted him on a tour. 

I explained at the beginning to Mr, Louwage that since he had 
been frank that I, in turn, would be frank and use frank language 
rather than diplomatic language ; that we could best understand each 
other that way. He agreed, and our discussion was at all times on a 

friendly basis, I told him that we appreciated the opportunities of 

'cooperating with him personally and officially in the past, and that 
toe hoped this relationship would continue in the future, and he assured 
vie that it would ,

OF DUCLOUX HAS BEEN FURNISHED TO ME BY UC.P.C. IN THIS

PURPOSES 

To analyse President Louwage 1 * letter regarding ~ 

the termination 0 / the Pureait'e membership in the 

International Criminal Police Commission and to set forth 
information regarding Louwage and the reasons for the 
termination of the Bureau membership for use in interviewing 
president Louwage when he visits the Bureau . 

BACKGROUND: 

As you mill recall , under date of July 18, 195°: • letter 
was directed to President Louwage advising him that the Bureau 
was terminating its membership in the ICPC as of December J2, 

1950, the end of the present paid-up membership year . 

President Louwage has now written the Bureau 
setting forth what he considers to be his answers to the 
reasons why the Bureau is terminating its membership and 
expressing his hope that the Director will change his decision 
or at least hold it in abeyance until Louwage has a chance 
to talk to him* 

Louwage further advised that he would he in ^ 

ington about September 15 on the invitation of "Mr. 
eon.*' It is not known who invited Louwage to Washington, hut * ^

delegates and that , nowadays, 36 States joined it, 
the Commission is still growing and ... police 
collaborati on becomes also extended . When you 
consider. . . the short time during which you experimented 
this collaboration. , .and. . .the difficulties which can 
arise during this rebuilding stage , you will excuse at 
(if) I presume - that your, . .decisi on is based... probably 
on the points you mentioned afterward in your. . .letter. "

In connection with this point regarding the difficulties 
faced in re-organising the Commission , it is noted that 
actually the organisation is small. Although the Commission 
claims membership in states, only 2~J sent delegates 
to the recent conference. The 195° annual report of the 
Secretary General states that the ICPC had "intervened" 
in 950 cases , made 20~( international circularisations 
and indexed the nomes of 92 notorious international 
criminals. About 20 of the latter individuals were 
arrested " owing to ICPC interventions" and J others were 
identified through the fingerprint club. In the drug 
category, 52 cases of drug were reported and descriptions 
of 26 habitual defenders were circularised. These 
statistics are not impressive particularly in view of 
the fact that the Commission hae 20 employees . It would 
appear that the Commission was merely struggling to 
justify its existence . 


B. Direct Contacts with U . S . Agencies 

"The relations between the USA Police forces and the 
ICPC, in my own opinion , ought to pass.*, through your 
bureau. Several ti~es I expressed this opinion to 
Ifr. DUCLOUX. . . .1 aw ready to intervene in order to give 
you plain satisfaction. If you desire to be more broadly 
consultied so far as our cooperation with the U»M. i< 
concerned, I am also ready to examine with you new rules 
according to this object . 


--Louwage . 
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Tk e Bureau *s representatives in Paris frequently feund 
it necessary to advise Ducloux and his assistant , Monsieur 
Fepote , that the Bureau desired to have contacts with 
American police agencies made through the Bureau vhteJt 
loan the legally designated ICPC member for the United 
States. Pucloux and fepote, however, continued contacting 
other agencies when they felt it was to their advantage • 

This wan particularly due to the desire of the ICPC 
officers to resiain in the good graces of the Secret 
Service and to establish close relations with the Farcoties 
Bureau . Many of these difficulties arose, of course , 
in connection with the fact that the ICPC t ended tm 
emphasise counterfeiti ng aud^narcaJike^.vi which, 

of co itritff inLfhe Uni t ed States are not under the jurte- . 
di ction of -phe B ureau . - 

As far as Mr. Louwage's offer to consult the Bureau 
regarding ICPC cooperation with the United Fattens is 
concerned , it is felt that this point is irrelevant as 
the Bureau raised no question concerning this matter since 
our arrangement was purely that of liaison between ICPC 
and the United Fations • 

C. June, 1950 Conventions 

fi I should not be surpri sed to hear that you were not 
f aithfully informed concerning the organisation of the 
f irst of the two Conferences which tooh place in The 
Hague. Perhaps it was not maae clear to you that the 
first meeting was held on delegati on of the U.F . in 
accordance with the international Convention of the 7th 
April 1929, concerning false money and to which we had 
the obligati on to invite the delegates of the issuing 
institutions, of the central bureau's for repression 
of counterfeiting money and of police chiefs concerned 
in such matter. That is the reason why other American . 
delegates were present on this first meeting in The Hague. 
OnTvthe second meeting was hh e convention of the I.C .P.C. ... 
to which only the members of the I.C.P.C. officially assi sted^ 
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The Bureau was aware that negation one were under 
way for the ICPC to hold a counterfeiting conference in 
connection with the United Motions. Zt is to be noted , 
however , that Bucltux and Fepote explained to West that 
invitations were sent directly to the Chief of the Secret 
Service to attend the conference because Mr • Guy Spaman , 
the United States Treasury representative in Paris , 
requested then to extend the invitation to Itr . Baughman . 
Fepote confidentially advised West that the ICPC had been 
given to understand, probably by Spaman , that Baughman 
preferred to have the tnvitation sent to him directly by 
the ICPC. ( 9U-1-2061-697 ) 

With regard to Louwage 's indication that Baughman * 
and Spaman did not attend the Annual Assembly, it is noted 
that according to information received from West, Baughma* 
and Spaman attended the Assembly at the opening session sn 
June IS, 1950, and their names were listed as United States 
delegates. In this parti cular instance. West's name was 
listed last and he was given the explanation that the 
listings were alphabetic. When West pointed out to Fepote 
that the other countries' delegates were not listed 
alphabetically, Fepote advised that he would correct 
this "error of protocol" when the delegates were listed 
in the formal report of the conference . 

D. rest's .Attendance at Assembly 

"...t.e convention of the I.C.P.C. , before which 
opening session your delegate left us...."

West attended the first session of the conference en 
June 19th. It was at this time that Soderman raised the 
question of the appointment of two honorary consultants 
to the CoKRission. rest, however, was under instructions 
from the Bureau to leave the conference in time to meet 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Q. Taylsr, who were due to arrive in 
Le JTaure, France , on June £ 1 , the last day of the conference. 
In view of these instructions. West made arrangements to 
have a telegram sent calling him bach to Paris on official 
business so that he could tactfully leave the conference • 


$m[ 
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Jn connection with the above statements^ it is noted 
that the Bureau has no information regarding the identity 
•f the " American authorittea " whom JDucloux consulted regarding 
the issuance of these circulars • Be may have consulted 
the American occupation authorities in Germany fnasouch 
as the circulars pertained to the Cxecheslovakian refugees 
who escaped to Allied Occupied Germany aboard Csechoslovakian 
aircraft . The Bureau , which is the official American 
member of the 1CPC , however , was not consulted • 

Mepote advised West in connecti on with the issuance 
of these notices that while it was true that the Asierica* 
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Government regarded these subjects as political refugees 
and not criminals, the 1CPC could do nothing but issue 
the wanted notices . Ducleux and Mepote stated that they 
feared that some criticism would be leveled at the 
Commission by the Csechs at the then pending annual 
assembly if they did not comply with the request to tssue 
the notices. 


2h this connection it is of interest to note further 
that there were no Czechoslovakian delegates present at 
the subsequent annual assembly. 

When West interviewed Ducloux on July 28, 1950, 

Ducloux mentioned in connection with the issuance of 
these notices that the Commission liked to feel that 
it is a "factor of equilibrium between East and West." 

Ee pointed out that the Commission had been satisfied 
to see that Jugoslavia had sent delegates to the June 
assembly of the ICPC. Ee stated that the Commission was 
desirous of "fostering greater understanding" among all 
law enforcement agencies and if the ICPC had refused to 
issue the wanted notices, the Commission, by its refusal, 
would have been guilty of political activities in censoring 
wanted notices by various member agencies. Ducloux further 
said that if the Commission had refused to issue the 
notices, the Ceechoalouafriane would have caused trouble for 
(the Commission and the upshot of the affair probably 
I would have been termination of membership by Czechoslovakia 
( bnd the other Russian satellite countries ; Bulgaria, 
[Hungary, end Poland. Ur. Mepote expressed the opinion 
ikhat the Czechoslovakian police requested the issuance 
Uof these notices for the sole purpose of embarrassing 
■ the Commissi on. According to Ducloux, this was a difficult 
'decision for the Commission to make and criticise on their 
action by one ffouernnent or another seemed inevitable. 
Ducloux did not nentien having consulted any "American 
authorities" prior to the issuance of these notices as 
indicated by Louwage . 

The issuance of these notices was a violation of the 
spirit if not the letter of the Statutes of the ICPC and 
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In the Bureau’s letter to Louvage, no specific 
n ention was made of the two individuals appointed as 
technical consultants without the Bureau’s approval 
but it was stated that the ICPC appears to have little 
need of the Bureau’s membership ” inasmuch as the 
Commission’s contacts in the United States seem to be 
well established on a sufficiently close basis , that 
it has not been necessary for the Commission to consult 
this Bureau regarding the participation of United States 
agencies and citisens in the Commissions’ activities 
sufficiently in advance to afford a real opportunity 
for this Bureau to furnish its opinions regarding such 
questions It was further added n I or, sure that you 
will appreciate my position in this matter With regard 
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te the statement that Soderman claimed that he had 
received the Director 's appreval be/ore rscomnendti 
the appointment of Vanning and Goddard , it mill be 
recalled that during the aeeeion of the assembly an 
June ISth , the first day of the meetings, Soderman 
approached Feat and bruequely informed that it waa the 
intention of the Commiaaion to name Goddard and Manning 
ae technical counselcre . Sodernan requested Feat to 
cable the director advising him of the Commission's 
contemplated action. West told Sodernan that if the 
Commission intended to do this , the Bureau mould not stop 
it and he questioned the need for sending a cable merely 
to present the Bureau with an accomplished fact . Sodemau 
insisted , however, that the cable be sent so that the 
Director mould be advised of the Commission r s intention 
prior to its formal action on Fednesday , June 81 • Ee 
ashed that if the Director had any objection to the 
Commission 's proposed action that he (Soderman) be 
advised prior to Fednesday. Vest told Sodernan that 
he would send a cable , but that the matter was being 
brought to the attention of the Bureau entirely too 
late for appropriate action . Mo further m answer * was 
gives to Soderman which he could have misunderstood since 
the Bureau's cablegram to Vest advising that the request 
had been received too late to indicate that the Bureau's 
opinion had been requested, was not sent until the evening 
of June 80, prior to which Vest had left the conference for 
Le Havre. 



Subsequent to the transmission of the Bureau's letter 
to Louwage which also carried a copy for Ducloux, Feat 
conferred with nucleus and Sepete. Ee advised them sf 
the manner in which the two * honorary consultants* had 
been named and stated that it mas obvious that both 
Ducloux and Mepote were deeply chagrined . Ducloux , at 
that time, apparently did not recall the facts tee 
clearly and vest , therefore, briefly reviewed them, for 
him. Fepote then reminded Ducloux that the naming of 
these men mas exclusively Soderman's idea and Duclsux 
expressed profound regret over the manner in which this 
matter had been handled by the Commission. Ee further 
stated that he knew President Louwage would feel the same 
may about it.

A few days before hostilities began in Belgium during 
World War II, Louwage was named Inspector General of the

After Belgium was overrun by the Nazis , the Security 
of the State was di esolved and Louwage r s services were 
terminated * Mr* Fimin Dubois had assumed Louwage* s former 
duties with the Judiciary Police and with the Central 
Bureau of Records of the National and International Criminal 
Police in Brussels* The Belgian Government appointed Louwage , 
however , to his former position at the International Criminal 
Police Commission where he had forv^erly been a Permanent 
Reporter * Louwage announced hie intention of continuing to 
publish regularly in the official organ of the ICPC articles 
of professional interest and reviews* ( 64-29633-254-121 ) 

After the liberation of Belgium, the £ecuritg of State

B. Characterisations 


In 1937, when Inspector S , JV Coffey visited Belgium, 
he met Louwage and described him as a very likeable gentleman 
whom he believed to be able. Coffey further described htms 
"In many respects . however, he is a little man endeavoring 
te be a big shot," Louwage was admittedly , however, a hard 
worker. The Judiciary Police was fcancff capped with a shortage 
of funds and, according to Coffey, Louwage did aucfe of hte 
own typewriting although he had a secretary, Coffey further 
stated that Louwage seemed to be gradually extending the 
powers of the Judiciary Police and at timee appeared te have 
conflicts with some of the other national bureaus tn Belgium 
and with varisus local police organisations. 

During the tine former Legal Attache Sorton R, Telford 
in Paris was in contact with Louwage he had no occasion to 
doubt Louwage's integrity. West has also characterised him 
as a sincere high-type career law enforcement officer. 

Louwage is said to speak quits a bit of Snglish and 
many of his letters to the Bureau have been written in 
Snglish showing that Louwage has an extensive, altheugh 
imperfect, ccsuiand of the Snglish language. 

C . FBI Relatione with Louwage

In 1935 , when Attorney General Boner S*Cummtngs visited 
Belgium on hia tour of Europe, the Bureau wrote Louwage 
advising him of the Attorney General 9 a pending vtatt to 
Belgium and hia interest in obtaining information about lat» 
enforcement activities in Europe * [62-28354-1; 62-28354-194) 

In September 1937, a letter wae sent to Louwage advising 
htm of Inspector Coffey 9 s proposed visit to Europe and stating 
that Mr, Coffey would call upon him* Louwage sent a very 
cordial reply and was very helpful to Mr* Coffey during the 
latter 9 a stay in Belgium , Louwage took advantage of hto 
visit with Coffey to point out that he was most anxioue for the 
FBI to become a member of the International Criminal Police 
Commission and that, if the Bureau should become a member, 
he would, with the Director 9 s consent, propose his name for 
a Tice-Presidenoy ef the Commission * 

D* Information Exchanged with Louwage 

Since 1935, with the exception of the ttme when communi- 
cations were severed due to the war, the Bureau has exchanged 
information of mutual interest with Louwage* 

Thi3 exchange of information has pertained not only to 
epecific criminal activities but also to general law enforce- 
ment methods and problems * 

In 1938, In connection with another matter , Louwage 
expressed to the Director his affirmation of the Director 
book, "Persons in Biding which he believed that all laaf- 
abidtng people in the United States should read • ( 64-29833-254-15^ 

In May 1945, Louwage, who was the Inepector General of 
the Seourtty ef State, furnished former Special Agent Donald 
L , Daughters, who was then assigned to Paris, with a copy 
of a chart of the German Police Service as it had been operating 
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ifr* Telford further states, as Inspector General of the 
Belgian Security Police, Lou wage undoubtedly and of necessity 
had " contact * with the occupying German police, but Telford 
stated that he had never heard it even suggested that Zouwage 
was a pro-German willing collaborator, or did he know of any 
antt-Ajnerican or anti-British feelings on Lovwage'e part* 
Telford pointed out, however, that Zouwage did not get along 
well with hie Parie representative.

C. Factors Entering Into Bureau's Decision to Terminate 
Membership 

(1) Appointment of Goddard and Manning 

At the June Annual Assembly , the I CPC an j ointed 
Calvin Goddard yOnd Dr. James Manntng~ as technical 
consultants Without checking with the Bureau in time 
as to their desirability or as to the desirability 
of the practice of appointing honorary consultmts • 


The Bureau files contain no derogatory information 
regarding Manning, who to a physicist with the Worn 
York Police Department* Calvin Goddard, however, is of 
bad repute in professienal police circles * The enly 
recent information concorntng Goddard available in the 
Bureau files was received in connection with the c see 
•iiuth Jornsiporth, Fietia; Murder - Rape; Guam*" 

According to this information the November, 1949j issue 
of "Fingerprints and Identification Magasine* published 
by the Institute of Applied Sotence contains an arttole 
on the United States Army Scientific Detectives in Tokyo * 
This Army laboratory is headed by Lieutenant Colonel 
Goddard and the Document Section is headed by Samuel F* 
Pickering, formerly of the Bureau * The article gave a 
build-up to the laboratory and as one of its principal 
claims to fame described a case which is apparently the 
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Suth Farnsworth murder in Guam, According 1 
article, the worl r dene by the chief chemist 
laboratory played a big part in bringing the 
to Justice . This claim teas erroneous since the testimony 
at the trial mas furnished by a Special Agent of the 
Bureau's Laboratory . ( 95-29057-44 ) 

In 1930, Goddard made a ballistic examination 
in the murder case of Mary Baker in 7 irgtnta, and took 
the stand in connection with the trtal of one Campbell • 
Campbell oubseguently brought euit against Goddard for 
libel and consequential damage in the amount of $ 500,000 • 

The suit ®a« allegedly based on an answer made by Goddard 
to a reporter the day before the trtal tn which Goddard 
oaid his analyete had identified the fatal bullet with 
the pistol and , if the pistol had never left the hands of 
Campbell, then Campbell would be the guilty person . This 
suit was withdrawn in October, 1932 . Campbell was never 
convicted and the Baker case is still unsolved . (70-1056-24 

In 1931, Goddard testified in another trial as to 
the identification of a fatal bullet with a recovered gun 
and used photographic charts to illustrate hie identifi- 
cation . The jury returned the verdict of "Mot Guilty". 
Subsequently, another suspect was tried for the murder 
and convicted. The convicted subject signed a con/ession 
and identified the gun with which he had committed the 
murder . The Chicago Office of the Bureau afterwards ob- 
tained the charts used by Goddard and a study of them by 
the Bureau firearms experts brought the conclusion that 
the photographs contradicted rather than substantiated 
the identification. (30-39-33-6) 

In Uarch, 1933, information was received that tn 
the Sacco-Vanxettt case, Goddard had made an examination 
of an automatic pistol supposedly token from Sacco and 
informed the prosecuting attorney that while the bullet 
found in the deceased person was of the same calibre, he 
would not testify that it came from Sacco's gun • At 
the insistence of the prosecuting off ioial, however, 

Goddard did take the stand and testified that, due te the 
calibre of the slug taken from the body of the dead person, 
it was possible that it could have been fired from such a 
gun as that taken from Sacco • When the case came up for 
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appeals Goddard submitted adverse testimony rover 
his former opinion and indicating that there mas no doubt " 
that the bullet had not been fired by the autonatto ptc- 
tol belonging to Sacco • (80-98-33-12) 


In Septembers 1934, in connection with the Attor- 
ney General's Crime Cenferenoe, Goddard was listed as 
one of the speakers on the suggested subjeot "Investiga- 
tion, Detection and Apprehension "• The Bureau advised 
the Attorney General that Goddard had been thoroughly 
dieoredtted~ in the field of ballistics • It was pointed 
out that he was then running a private detective agency 
in Chicago and had ceased his fermer connection with 
gotthwestern University Crtne Laboratory • 

In June , 1934 , Goddard requested a oepy of the 
Bureau's oonfidsntial bulletin w Scientific jtide in Crim- 
inal Investigations *• The Bureau declined to furnish 
this as it was part of the confidential manual of in- 
structions issued to Special Agents, and Goddard repltsd 
"I oan got along very well without your booklet. .• since 
my recollection of its contents indicates that it con- 
tains nothing which your Bureau did not copy from the 
Scientific Crisis Detection Laboratory of Forthwestem 
University • In this connection, don't you think that 
an introductory note of credit to said Laboratory would 
be appropriate ?" Goddard subsequently tried to e oft 
pedal his first remarks by saying he did net mean the 
material in the booklet was a direct transcript from 
printed matter issued by the Scientific Crime Detection 
Laboratory . ( 62 - 297 - 99 - 18 , 19 , 20 ) 

In October, 1935, Captain E. C . Crosaman, then 
considered one of the three pioneers in this country 
in firearms identification who made a study of the sub- 
ject in the early days at the same time as Goddard , 
advised that although he had originally started out with 
Goddard, they soon had a parting of the ways in that a* 
was afraid of Goddard's flare for publicity and his con- 
stant boasting as well as his tendency to overstate the 
possibilities of firearms identification . Se further 
stated that Goddard had gotten into a lot of trouble be- 
cause of his bragging disposition in this regard . (62-38591-

In 1940, Goddard was interviewed in oonnsfiien^ 
with a Bureau ease, at whtoh tine he etated that he 
held a Lieutenant Colonel’s Commission in the Ordnanoe 
Li vision of the U* S • Army Reserve* Be further stated 
that he was devoting his tine to writing articles for 
" The Jl rational Rifleman", the publication of the Rational 
Rifle Association; that he was writing syndicated arti- 
cles for King s Teatures Syndicate; that he wae alss 
writing an article en firearms for the Encyclopedia 
Briianr.i ca and that he was Editor of the Department Amy 
Ordnance Journal , published by the Army Ordnance 
Association . (52-10936-5) 

The appointment of Goddard and Manning as con- 
sultants to the Commission was apparently at the tn- 
stetence of Dr. Barry Soderman of Sweden who te a xex&ar 
of the Executive Committee of the ICPC* On June 19th, 
the first day of ICPC Assembly, during one of the sessions, 
Soderman approached Rest and brusquely informed him that 
it was the intention of the Commission to name Lieutenant 
Colonel Goddard and Dr. James Manning as Honorary Techni- 
cal Consultants . Soderman requested West to cable the 
Director advising him of the Commission’s contemplated 
action. West told Soderman that if the Commission in- 
tended to do t his, the 3ureau would not atop them and he 
questioned the need for sendtng a cable merely to present 
the Bureau with an accomplished fact . Soderman tnsieted, 
however, that the cable be sent so that the Director 
would be advised of the Commission’s intention prior to 
its formal action on Wednesday, June 21st . Soderman asked 
that if the Director had any objection to the proposed 
action , he be so advised prtor to Wednesday* West told 
Soderman that he would send the cable, but that the matter 
was beinl; brought to the attention of the Bureau entirely 
too late for appropriate consideration * ( 94-1-2061-727 ) 


West claimed that Soderman ’s action in advancing 
the oandidacies of Goddard and Manning at the meeting 
after the conference had already begun was a violation 
of t he ICPC statutes* Articls 3 of the statutes provides 
for the selection for n extraordinary members" who must 
always be approved by their respective governments . 
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"Extraordinary member*" are persons i oho have rendered 
servtoee to the Commission or who because of thetr tech- 
nical and scientific knowledge or because of thetr office 
are able to aid the activities of the Commission , Such 
individuals however must be proposed as candidates two 
months before the Assembly meetings and must besides fee 
approved previously bu the government concerned * 

According to the Assembly minutes for June Slot, 
President Louwage proposed that Professor Sannte of 
Prance and Professor Qrassber'ger sf Austria be made 
technical advisers since they had already been of ser- 
vice to the Commission . He also proposed that two mem- 
bers of the United States be added to the list of tech- 
nical advisors - " Lieutenant Colonel C, Goddard , one of 
the technical creators of expert appraisement of fire- 
arms , and Dr, J, Hanning , technical head ef the Police 
Laboratory of New York, renowned above all for the 
application of the methods of modern physics to the 
Scientific Police ”, No indication was given that these 
two Americans had previously assisted the ICPC , 

In connection with rest 'a claim that the appoint- 
ment of the two Americans did not conform to the ICPC 
constitution, it is noted that the provisions cited 
apply to "extraordinary members", while the two Americans 
were appointed as ” Technical Consultants ”, From the in- 
formation available to the Bureau, it is not possible to 
determine whether or not the provisions for the ” extra- 
ordinary members” are also supposed to apply to ’’techni- 
cal advisers ", The constitution contains no provisions 
for * technical advisers" but some epecial advisors were 
previously appointed by the Commission at the Assembly 
at Berne, Switaerland , in 1949, Regardless of whether 
or net teohntoal advisers are appointed under the pre- 
visions applying to extraordinary members, it to self- 
evident that olearanoe ehould be obtained from the 
agenoy representing the country involved before the 
appointments are made. Failure to make inqutry of the 
Bureau concerning this matter prior to the aotual open- 
ing of the conference was obviously a breach of good 
faith on the part of Soderman who Nepote admits spon- 
sored the appointments . 

In this connection, it is interesting to note 
that in July, 1950, a few weeks after the conference. 
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President Louwage wrote to the Dtrector concerning one 
George B. L. Deforce, an individual in Belgium who, 
according to Belgian newspapers, claimed to be on "expert 
graduate ” of the International Association for Identifi- 
cation and " President for Belgium n and who was calling 
for experts in identification to attend the IAI Congress 
to be held in Ottawa, Canada , In July 24th • Louwage ad- 
vised that the individual in question was not considered 
by Belgian officials as an expert and that he " does not 
know the ABC of identification "• President Louwage re- 
quested that the officials of International Association of 
Identification be advised of this individual 'e status as 
" expert This incident ts an indication of Louwage*S 
realisation that foreign agencies may not be aware of the 
technical qualifications of so-called " experts ”, and of 
the need for checking their qualifications with the author- 
ities in their own countries • It is of interest in view ef 
the derogatory information available to the Bureau con- 
cerning Goddard . 

Louwage, Ducloux and Kepote haue all disclaimed any 
responsibility for the appointr.ent of these individuals 
without the Bureau's approval • When apprised of the facts 
by West, Ducloux indicated his chagrin but apparently 
Louwage has endeavored to smooth the matter over, indicat- 
ing that Soderman must have "misunderstood" the reply given 
to him . Jt will be noted that he received no reply after 
the cable he requested was sent to the Bureau, inasmtch as 
it was not possible to reply to West's cable advising him 
that it did not appear that the Bureau's opinion had been 
requested and that honorary positions are undesirable in 
police associations and commissions prior to the time West 
had to leave the conference on other business • 


At the time the decision was reached to terminate mem- 
bership in the ICPC, West was advised of the fact that 
Goddard has been thoroughly discredited in the field of 
ballistics • Be ®as told that it ®os not desired for him to 
furnish that informatien to ICPC effictals, however , in view 
of the fact that the Bureau's advice was not sought im 
sufficient time to indicate an hsnest opinion regarding 
Goddard ®as desired. Jt eas felt that any concrete iiiforma- 
tion regarding Goddard whtch might be /famished to Ducloux 
and Kepote would be promptly passed on to Sodeman and Goddard 
which would probably result in fruitless charges and counter- 
charges. West did let Ducloux understand, however, that the 
Bureau was very dissatisfied with the way the Commission had 
handled these appointments • It further appears that this 
information has been passed on to Louwage by * 
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(2) ICPC Direct Dealing a > oith Other Agencies ' 

The ICPC ha* repeatedly ignored the Bureau '* 
status as liaison representative and dealt directly 
with other agencies in the United States • The 
Legal Attaches in Paris have repeatedly brought 
this to the attention of ICPC but those officials ' 
have continued to deal directly with other American 
agencies particularly Secret Service and Narcotics 
Bureau_ in on effort to establish closer relations 
1 oTih those organisations and apparently to influence 
Anslinger and bring him into closer affiliation with 
the ICPC . The most recent instance of this tendency 
on the part of ICPC was the conference held in The 
Hague regarding counterfeit matters at which time 
1 tr. Baughman , the Bead of the Secret Service , was 
invited directly by the ICPC . It is noted that 
Nepote at ICPC headquarters advised West con- 
fidentially that the invitation was so extended 
because Mr. Guy Spaman, the Treasury representative 
in Paris, indicated that Baughman preferred to 
receive the invitation in that Banner, 

It ie noted that in his reply to the Director, 
president Louwage claimed that the invi tati on had 
been sent to Baughman directly because the counter- 
feiting convention was organised by the ICPC on the 
"delegation" of the United Nations, Ee indicated 
that Baughman and Spaman did not attend the subse- 
quent Annual Assembly of the ICPC, The first draft 
minutes of the Annual Assembly, however, listed both 
Baughman and Spaman as delegates along with West, 
whose name appeared at the bottom of the list. The 
explanation given for this by Nepote was that the 
listings were alphabeti cal. When West pointed sut 
that the other country delegates were not listed 
alphabetically, Nepote agreed to correct the listings 
in the final minutes of the Assembly. This refutss 
Louwage '$ claim that Baughman and Spaman were invited 
only to the counterfeiting conference and did not 
attend the Annual Assembly of ICPC. 
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(3) Sish Membership Fee 



At present the Bureau ia paying $3,000 a year 
membership fee to the ICBC • This expense is in 
addition to the coat of maintaining the liataon 
and spending tine in fruitless unprofitable 
activities with no material or valuable returns 
from, this investment . In this connection, it is 
pertinent to note that Ducloux apparently contend a 
that the Bureau is not paying the full quota* 

Although he has not recently made an official 
protest to the Bureau, it was mentioned by Soderman 
during his interview with Mr* Clegg in December, 19h9» 


Duclcux apparently believes that the United 
States should pay approximately $6,300 annually on 
the thesis that the rules of the ICBC stipulate 
that countries having more than 30,000,000 inhabitants 
will pay 3 Swiss francs for every 23,000 inhabitants ; 
and since the I9k0 census placed the population of 
the United States at 131,669,2J3 j this would amount 
to approximately $ 6,300 . 


In this connection it is to be noted further that 
in 19^6 when the Bureau again affiliated with ICBC, 
Breeident Lcuwage wrote to the Director under date 
of July 9, 19k&, stating that he was quite aware 
that the Bureau would find the prescribed membership 
a little too high for a State of considerable popu- 
lation and that n the financial contribution of States 
of high population as in USA and USSR is rather 
symbolic and the amount may be left te the discretion 
of t heir governments •" President Louwage tftere/ere 
suggested that if our contribution equals that of a 
State with a populati on of 60,000,000 inhabitants, 
the Secretary Central would be only too glad ia 
receive it. He added, n But I must odd immediately 
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that the financial contribution te of minor interest 
to us . The major fact ie your active cooperation 
i vith our Commissi on," (9b.-l-206l-2ltC) 

On the basi* of President Louwage'e statement , 
therefore , Ducloux 1 objections that me should pay 
more than $3,000 annually are groundless . It is 
further noted that in the financial report prepared 
by Ducloux for the June , 1950, Annual Assembly, 
he submitted o chart listing the comparative 
contributions made by certain countries to various 
international organisations. That chart sets forth 
the contributions made by the United States, Trance, 
Belgium, and Cuba to the Food and Agriculture 
Organisation of the United Nations, International 
Bureau of Weights and Measures, Zniernati onai 
Health Organisation; etc., contrasting them with 
the amount calculated for the International Criminal 
Police Commission . This chart indicated that the 
United States should be paying 28,000 Swiss francs 
( approximately $7,000) to the ICPC. This amount 
is even more than that previously mentioned by 
Ducloux and is probably based on the increased 
population of the United States since 19k^» 

Of the total 113, 5 00 Swiss francs spent by 
the Ccmmi ssi on in 19h9 the largest single item 
was for " Expenses of mission and representation 
abroad of the Executive Committee, the General 
Assembly and the General Secretariat , m A detailed 
account of this sum has never been made to the 
Annual Assembly delegates and it appears that the 
ICPC wastes a considerable amount of money 
holding Executive Committee meetings in various 
spas of Europe* 

(k) JTo Advantage to Bureau 

Mo material advantage has accrued to the Bureau 
because of its membership and no valuable information 
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has been obtained. In this connection it might n 
noted that the Bureau has received ne information 
or assistance which would not have been available 
through direct contact with the law enforcement 
agencies in the individual countries • 

(5) P. M, Contacts Valueless 

Is you know, the Director was requested to set 

I s liaison between the International Criminal Poltce 
ommissi on and the Economic and Social Council of the 
nited Motions . One of the Assistant Special Agents 
a Charge of the Mew Ter k Office has acted for the 
irector in this capacity , attending meetings held at 
nited Motions Seadquartere as Jiaiaen representative 
f the ICPC . These meetings and contacts at P. M» - 
eadquariers made at the request of the ICPC have 
onsumed considerable time, and ASAC Whelan has advised 
hat no information of any value to the Bureau was 
eveleped . These meetings, ae far as the Bureau is 
concerned, have been a complete waste of time since it 
appears that the United Nations staff members were more 
interested in protecting their jobs than in reaching 
concrete decisions concerning Jaw enforcement problem*. 
These meetings so far resulted in no action being taken 
which would be of any value to the Bureau* 

(6) Possible Saving of Time and Money 

The Bureau will continue to serve as a clearing 
house for individual foreign police departments 
which request information within the United States 
without being a member of the ICPC ; but if some 
other agency becomes a member of the ICPC and takes 
over these duties, time, effort, and money will be 
saved by the Bureau . 

(7) Bureau Member of IACP 

The Bureau is already affiliated actively with 
IACP, an international police organization, and the 
ICPC appears to exist solely to provide jobs fsr 
those in the organisation. 


(8) Unsatisfactory Relations with Soderm an 

Soderman, who is a member of the Executive, 
Committee of the Commission, has apparently turni 
very much against the Bureau . When Vest first ^ 
met him on April 5 , I 95 O, in Paris, Soderman was 
directly c r infcreniiglly critical of the Bureau 
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and he slyly observed that the Director expected 
his Agents to be paragons of virtue or downright 
"goody-goodies." Me implied that the FBI ts • 
political police and hinted that there was rivalry 
between the Bureau and the tew York Police Depart- 
ment. Vest's efforts to correct 8oderman t s erroneous 
impressions were apparently unsuccessful and Vest 
advises that Soderman is " irrevocably committed " ts 
the tew York Police department. In this connection 
it is pointed out that Soderman received considerable 
assistance from that Department in the preparation 
of his book and it is possible that through his 
connections with the tew York Police he may have 
developed false ideas concerning the Bureau • In 
view of Soderman 1 s new antagonism toward the Bureau 
and his important position with the international 
Criminal Police, it is difficult to see how harmonious 
and effective relations could be maintained through 
the Bureau's continued membership in the Cowimission. 

(9) Csg of ICPC by Satellite Countries 

It will be recalled that at the ICPC Assembly 
in Prague in 19ljB the Constitution of Hie ICPC was 
amended specifically to limit the Commission's activities 
to matters of a criminal nature prohibiting matters 
of a political, racial, or religious nature. 

In spite of that fact in June, iypQ, the Commission 
issued 10 wanted notices relative to persons who had 
fled from Czechoslovakia aboard Czechoslovakian air - 
Jplanes an March 2h a 1950 > arriving in American occupied 
j Germany, Thiscase~l :: ecTived considerable publicity 
I when the individuals involved took over control of 

I the commercial aircraft in which they were flying and 
escaped from Czechoslovakia to the Western Zone of 
Germany. The planes were later ^returned to the 
Czechoslovakian Government and west advises that the 

. Czechoslovakian protests were met by the United States 
nState .Department icith the contention that these 
Hindi viduals were political refugees and not subject 

II to extradition. 
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At the request of Chechoslovakian poltce the 
ICPC issued wanted notices citing lavs whi ch were 
allegedly violated and stated that the warrant for 
arrest and extradition had been issued for "having 
acted or not having acted in particularly dangerous 
circumstance* and for having abducted persons and 
impeded the liberties of individuals. * 

West has di scussed the issuance of these notices 
with Jfepote of the ICPC which were obviously a 
violation of the spirit , if not the letter of the 
ICPC Statutes. Both Ducloux and Sepote admitted 
that they had complied with the Czech request to 
I issue these wanted notices because they feared that 
I some criticism would be leveled at the Commission 
I by the Czechs at the June Annual Assembly if they 
l did not comply. Ducloux subsequently advised 
' lest that the Commissi on liked to feel that it is 
a "factor of equilibrium" between the East and 
the West. Be pointed out that the Commi ssion is 
desirous of fostering "greater understanding" 
among all law enforcement agencies and claimed 
that if the ICPC had refused to issue the wanted 
noti ces, the Commission would , by its refusal, 
be guilty of political activities. Be sai.ci if 
the Commi S3i on refused to publish these notices 
vfor the Czech police, the Czech Government would 
probably have caused trouble for the Commission 
iwith the resultant termination of membership by 
iCsechoslovakia , and the other satellite countries, 
(Bulgaria; Hungary, and Poland . Wepote expressed 
A the opinion that the Czech police requested the 
I issuance of these wanted notices solely to 
f embarrass the Commission. Ducloux stated that 
this had been a difficult decision and that 
criticism by one government or another was inevitable 
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It would appear that by issuing these wanted 
notices the Commi ssi on opened itself to abuse by 
member agencies for political purposes . This opinion 
seems to £»e further substantiated by the attitude 
taken by Ducloux in giving his reasons for having 
granted the Czech request • 
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(10) Personal Ambitions of I CPC Official* . 

Apparently the ICPC is staffed principally by^ off totals 
interested in furthering their owi ambitions. 

West and every other Bureau representative who has 
been in contact with Louwags has described him a* e 
sincere high-type career law enforcement officer . West 
jnciica'tffdj however, that Louwags will resist any move 
that weakens his hold on the Commission . Louwags, of 
course, was very active in the old ICPC and was one ofwQv- 
the instigators of its reactivation following the war.FoiPA

It is recommended to the Countries having at their disposal 
at present a radioelectric station operating within the In- 
ternational network to strictly apply, as -far as they can, 
the entirety of the provisions specified in these regn].ations 
concerning the traffic of radi ct el e grans . 

I draw more particularly their attention to Article 8, Section

In the case where there is no 
such equipment at present, I should appreciate if you would 
let me know when you are likely to have same. 

Indeed, this question has a direct influence on the work of 
the personnel at the directing station in PARIS. 

b) Countries not at present included^ in the radio network . 

Unquestionably, radio' liaisons constitute a fundamental ele- 
ment in the officacity of the struggle against international 
criminals and I beg to Invite all Member Countries of the Com- 
mission who arc not already included in this network, to equii 
themselves for this purpose. 

The General Regulations enclosed herewith contain in the 
preamble and in chapters I to 3, pages I to 14, the principlcr 
of the general organisation' and operating of the Internationa] 
radio network. They will enable the different Countries 
wishing to be included in this International network to de- 
termine the equipment they will require. . 

Regarding the above matter, it will be noticed that the in- 
ternational network has been organized in such a way that the 
. equipment required by the different Countries is reduced to 
the minimum. May I add that I am entirely at your disposal 
should you require any further technical particulars.
